The first, second and third dams of *Swift and Sure were great 
producing mares. From them descend many brilliant performers and _ successful sires: Neil Gow, 
Traquair, Magpie (leading sire in Australia), *Wrack, St. James, and many others. He had four 2- 
year-old winners in 1931 including the stakes winners Air Pilot and Dexterity.

Dark Ronald, sire of *Axenstein, was a good_stak 
horse, and an international sire. Among his get are the leading sires Son-in-Law (England), Ma’ 
(Australia), Prunus (Germany, sire of Weisdorn, Mah Jong and Oleander, best horse bred in - 
many): *Brown Prince II (a superior race horse in England and sire of Brown Bud, Handy Ma. 
Helen's Babe, Martha Washington, Brown Wisdom, and others): *Ambassador IV (America), Da.. 
Legend (France). Dark Ronald blood has proved very successful in America, and *AXENSTEIN is an 
unusually sure foal getter. He had 10 winners in his first crop of 2-year-olds foaled in America.

THE NEW YEAR. 


N wishing THE BLOOD-HORSE readers health, 

happiness and prosperity for the incoming 
year of 1932 and forever afterward, we offer the 
thought that, as bad as it was, 1931, the second 
full year of the period of depression now gradu- 
ally passing, could have been worse. 

At a few points, notably Louisville and Lex- 
ington, the usual number of days of racing were 
not given during the year, and there was gener- 
ally a downward tendency in the distribution for 
stakes and purses, but it was not as if all meet- 
ings had been abandoned, which would have 
transpired had conditions been as bleak as they 
were pictured in quarters where the use of the 
word “depression” became at once a habit and 
an obsession. 

The attendance at many the most of the race 
meetings was about as good as usual, and at some 
points perhaps better than usual, because the 
people with inclination for the sport had more 
time to indulge it. The betting generally showed 
a decrease, but no more of a decrease than was 
warranted by the state of the public’s purse 
and the cost to the public for its betting. 

It is notable, and it will ever be so, that at the 
meetings where the public was able to buy its 
betting for the lowest per cent the turnover in 
the pools was greatest. Maryland is the ex- 
ample in this respect. There the tracks are lim- 
ited to 5 per cent and breakage for commission 
on the pooling. 

Those tracks which took and are continuing 
to take 10 per cent, perhaps more, have shown 
and will continue to show less volume in pooling 
than at the meetings where the lower commis- 
sion is the order. 

It is to be hoped that during the year 1932 
the governors of the Turf will see to it that the 
heavy overhead that is responsible for the ‘in- 
creased commission, especially in Kentucky, is 
removed, and, too, during this new year there 
should be inaugurated further reform in track 
management to guarantee the creation of a 
stakes and purse fund, to the end that in lean 
times there will be racing of high order and of 
sufficiency to support the great Thoroughbred 
horse breeding industry. 


As was shown in THE BLOOD-HORSE last week, 
the average for yearlings sold publicly in 1931 
was $984.13, the lowest since 1918, when the 
average was $827.53, and there were more than 
twice the number sold in 1931 than in 1918. There 
has been steady increase in the production of 
Thoroughbreds since 1919, when the general 
average for yearlings reached $2,139.78. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE gave warning of the over- 
production and its consequences, and urged that 
steps be taken to eliminate the least desirable 
from the studs and to banish the poorer per- 
formers from the race courses. The warning 
was not heeded to the extent that any organized 
movement was perfected, and it remained for 
the law of supply and demand to assert itself. 

That this law has been asserted, is evidenced 
by the market of 1931 and further by the fact 
that breeders have destroyed many of the older 
mares and a considerable number of fillies which 
were, for one reason or another, not to be counted 
as among the better animals. Thus the curtail- 
ment that THE BLOOD-HORSE suggested be done 
voluntarily, with a view to upholding prices, is 
being enforced by the law of supply and demand, 
which is certain to be asserted when there is 
neglect in the other alternative. 

Now, as we enter this new year, let all of us 
who are concerned about the breeding of better 
race horses and the preservation of the sport of 
racing resolve to do these things: 

Mate only sound individuals with sound indi- 
viduals, each of proper conformation, in so far 
as is possible. 

Use in the studs no stallions or mares having 
transmissible defects or communicable diseases. 

Have regard always for families, using only 
worthiest members of those families which are 
constantly producing and reproducing game 
horses capable of running fast and far under the 
heavier weights. 

Insist on having only the better qualified men 
for governors of the Turf and in official positions 
on the race courses. 

Insist on having the race courses managed for 
the sport and its perpetuation rather with an eye 
chiefly upon dividends for stockholders. 

Insist on the enforcement of the rules of rac-

ing in all respects, especially as regards the dop- 
ing of horses and foul riding. 

Patronize only those meetings conducted by 
honest men and regulated by honest men. 

Stay away from meetings about which there 
is suspicion that the pool box is raped from the 
inside or races are permitted to be fixed. 

Remember always that honesty is the best 
policy on and off the race track, and resolve to 
have nothing to do with dishonest people on or 
off the race track. 

In other words let us crusade against the 
crooks; clean up our sport and keep it clean.

There is 
nothing solid about racing conducted in connec- 
tion with, or as an adjunct to, those gaming 
places operating under the name casino, and it 
seems never to be permitted, even for a time, 
in any save countries of the Latin races. The 
late H. D. Brown appeared to have had more 
success at Oriental Park than any of those who 
have come after him. He appears to have made 
the gambling house an adjunct to his racing. 
The others appear to have reversed that order, 
using racing merely as bait for the trap, as it 
were, and frequently having little regard for the 
freshness of the bait.

USTER proceedings brought against Sheriff 

John M. Sulzmann, of Cuyahoga County, 
Ohio, by citizens of Cleveland and vicinity, as 
was made known in THE BLOOD-HORSE last week 
(page 808), were successful before Common 
Pleas Judge A. W. Overmyer. This is one result 
of racing at courses operating without a state 
law specifically sanctioning betting in one form 
or another. If the people are strong enough to 
elect sheriffs who will not interfere with racing, 
they should be strong enough to elect a legis- 
lature that will vote a law for the government 
of racing with betting.

BY-PRODUCT 


Boundless Before Colonial Girl. 

N the course of a dispatch from Agua Caliente, 

announcing the arrival there of George Rowe, 
it was stated that Colonial Girl, of which Messrs. 
Cc. E. Rowe & Co., were owners, was “the first 
race horse in America to win a purse of $50,- 
000,” she having won the World’s Fair Handicap 
at St. Louis in 1904. The net value of that race, 
which was run over a heavy track at the Fair 
Grounds, on June 25, and in which Hermis, car- 
rying 130 to the mare’s 97 pounds, finished sec- 
ond, was $40,400. The gross value of the event 
was $50,000. On June 24, 1893, which was 11 
years previously, Boundless, owned by Messrs. 
Cushing & Orth and trained by the late William 
McDaniel, brother of Henry McDaniel, now train- 
ing the Joseph E. Widener horses, won the 
American Derby at Washington Park (the old 
plant now built over and taken well into Chi- 
cago). The net value of that race to the winner 
was $49,500. The gross value of the race was 
$60,000. We haven’t time at the moment to in- 
quire further into the records, but it is possible 
that Boundless, even, was not the first horse in 
America to win a purse of $50,000. 


Waite Stalls. 

Writing to THE BLoop-HoRSE from New Orleans, 
G. R. Bryson says: “I note what you say about 
the stall gates and was very much pleased to 
find that the percentage was about 15 to 1 in 
favor of the gates. I think the Waite Gate is 
making a big hit wherever it is used, and the 
Maryland patrons all seem to favor our gate. 
We have it on three tracks in Maryland, and 
also three half-mile tracks in that state. As 
soon as the new gates are completed I will send 
you a list of the different improvements and 
new features.” 


English December Sales. 

From E. E. Coussell, a director of the British 
Bloodstock Agency, of London, THE BLOOD-HORSE 
is in receipt of the following: “The sales were 
remarkable for these days. The aggregate 
dropped 33 per cent as compared with last year. 
This, however, was only in line with what had 
been happening in the yearling market. To tell 
you the truth, there were many undesirable ani- 
mals catalogued. They had neither individuality 
nor breeding to recommend them. They made 
prices accordingly. There was a big demand for 
sound horses-in-training, of which there were 
not too many. Of course, there were many ob- 
vious bargains.”

of course. That is high praise, even for Top 
Flight, and higher for Campfire. If the latter 
kept a scrap book he’d probably give that clip- 
ping a front page. 

AN’T make up my mind which to take as a 

Derby choice, Top Flight, Tick On or Burn- 
ing Blaze. And then, if I consider Tick On,’I 
must, also, accord his stablemate, On Post, plenty 
of consideration, in view of the high regard their 
trainer, Max Hirsch, the maker of miracles, holds 
for him. So the plot, instead of clearing, thick- 
ens. However, there is plenty of time. 

* 
ITO is eliciting much favorable comment 
from among the breeding pundits. All who 

make a study of the blending of Thoroughbred 
bloodlines and pursue the subject along very 
scientific lines are sanguine that Vito is going 
to prove the greatest exponent of *Negofol at 
stud. 

*Negofol sired many a star, Bois de Rose, 
Nedana, Espino and Dangerous here, and *Hour- 
less, Flechois, Fordetti, and *Tchad, among oth- 
ers, in his native France. The forte of the get 
of that now defunct progenitor is distance run- 
ning. 

Vito is equally well fortified in blood on the 
dam’s side. Comes of the family of Eternal and 
Recluse and gets an infusion of that prized Han- 
over blood. Mr. A. H. Cosden acquired Vito’s 
dam, Forever, a daughter of Ballot, while she 
carried the future distance champion, for $6,200. 
Vito, a horse of magnificent physique, was the 
type of racer which could leave the barrier like 
a shot out of a gun and could stick it out as far 
as horses ever are asked to go. He, too, was 
trained by Max Hirsch. 

* * 

ERTAINLY, Mr. Moss, we are, most of us, 

anyway, given to admiring certain individu- 
als among these fascinating equines. It would 
be rather a drab sport if we didn’t indulge in such 
fancy. Serry to have inadvertently overlooked 
your favorite, La Fleche, and don’t, please, feel 
that I instinctively dislike all theorists. Don’t 
go in for such wholesale disrespect and really en- 
joy your own efforts. Certainly will be pleased 
to accept your kind invitation if ever I get as 
far North as Canada. Meantime, better keep the 
boy between you and the horse, it’s safer. 

VERYBODY now is being “primed” for the ar- 

rival of Phar Lap, the marvel from “down un- 
der.”’ I imagine he has more stamina and sturdi- 
ness than speed (even if his name does mean 
“lightning”’), as we know it in this country. For 


the benefit of the claquers of the Bend Or-St.. 


Simon strains, it appears they are overlooking a 
bet here, as the Davis-Telford star carries plenty 
of the blood of both. 


GATHER from Buck Weaver’s column in The 
Louisville Times that “Uncle Jim’’ Moody is 
back at his Churchill Downs stronghold. Trainer 
Moody, of the Shady Brook Farm Stable, of 
Cayuga and Pittsburgher fame, fared very well 
in 1931, even making an invasion of Maryland 
racing. And it wasn’t an altogether unfruitful 
venture, at that. Pittsburgher, Roseben’s coun- 
terpart, physically at least, may be heard from in 
the 3-year-olds and upward stakes and handi- 
caps throughout the Western season in 1932. I 
suppose “Uncle Jim” again has been elected 
president of the Hot Stove Racing Association, 
in which capacity he so ably presided last winter. 
* 
HICHONE, a horse in which I have the ut- 
most faith as a progenitor, is said to be 
very sure with his mares. The first of his issue 
are expected to arrive next spring and these 
naturally will be closely watched by the experts, 
as are the first sons and daughters of all great 
racers. At two, just by way of refreshing the 
memory, Whichone annexed the Futurity, Sara- 
toga Special and Champagne and was second in 
the Hopeful. At three, he won the Miller, Whit- 
ney, Saranac and Withers, and was second in 
the Belmont and third in the Travers. He was 
unplaced but once in 14 starts, winning ten, and 
amassing the staggering sum of $192,705. 
Whichone should get fast horses and prove 
equally as successful as a sire as he was as a 
race horse. His Broomstick dam, Flying Witch, 
won’t harm him any at stud, that is a certainty. 
Flying Witch is one of the biggest, strongest 
mares on the Whitney Farm and, from her, 
Whichone appears to have inherited his fine size 
and docile disposition (something foreign to most 
the *Chicle’s). 


ANSWERING CLEM’S QUERY 


LEM McCARTHY, in The Morning Telegraph 
(New York), states he has not arrived at a 
good basis for handicapping Twenty Grand and 
Phar Lap at 114 miles, and asks how I would 
assign weights for the distance. It does not hap- 
pen to be my privilege to assign weights under 
which horses actually perform, however, as it is 
about the time THE BLOOD-HORSE readers will be 
engaging in speculation as to John B. Campbell’s 
assignments for the Agua Caliente Handicap, 
scheduled to be run in March, 1932, I will venture 
the opinion that Phar Lap will be assigned top 
weight on the scale, 128 pounds. In my handicap 
I would assign Twenty Grand 128 also, thus on 
the scale he would be conceding four pounds to 
Phar Lap. 


In the Agua Caliente, Dr. Freeland and Plucky 
Play will also receive an assignment. It is 
doubtful if any one would dispute the official 
handicapper’s estimates. Readers, by adding 
Mate for comparison, can approach both Phar 
Lap and Twenty Grand through Mr. Campbell’s 
assignment to Dr. Freeland, Plucky Play and 
Phar Lap, and, Clem, that goes for you.

PHAROS THE CHAMPION 


INCE there are in America at the present 

time such sons of Phalaris as the brothers, 
*Sickle and *Pharamond II; *Carlaris and *Pha- 
laros, much interest attaches to the fact that 
Pharos, another son, now to stand in France, is 
the leading sire in England this year. Accord- 
ingly THE BLoop-HORSE is presenting the follow- 
ing article from the pen of the racing correspond- 
ent for The Observer (London), and next week 
will present on the front page of the cover of 
our magazine a picture of this handsome sire: 


“A glance at the racing results of the year 
from the breeding standpoint shows that the 
male line of Bend Or, which has been supreme 
for a long time past, is maintaining its strength. 
Phalaris, for several years its leading representa- 
tive, is dead, but his son Pharos worthily fills the 
gap, and in spite of the fact that the eldest of 
his stock are only three years old, he has achieved 
the notable triumph of becoming champion stal- 
lion. Another famous son of Phalaris, Manna, 
may be an aspirant for the championship next 
season. The Derby winner of 1925 started his 
stud career rather quietly, so that people became 
doubtful as to the prospects of his ultimate suc- 
cess, but this year he has provided two exceed- 
ingly smart youngsters in Mannamead and Mir- 
acle, neither of whom has yet encountered de- 
feat. 


“Tt is unlikely that Pharos will be able to hold 
his place in the leadership, as few of his young 
stock will be in training in England for several 
years. The horse is to spend two more seasons 
in France before returning to his own country, 
and in due course his stock will probably exercise 
a considerable influence in French racing affairs. 
Those of his yearlings which came up at the 
Deauville sales were of a most promising stamp. 
His brother, Fairway, may become equally suc- 
cessful at the stud before long. 

“While full honors to Pharos cannot be with- 
held, I am inclined to think that Gainsborough 
should be regarded as the outstanding stud indi- 
vidual of the year. In addition to being second 
of the winning list, he has the credit of being 
the grandsire of Cameronian, which suggests 
that a blend of the Phalaris and Gainsborough 
blood is the right combination for the production 
of high-class stock. Apart from his own im- 
portant successes, which include the superb Gold- 
en Hair colt, Gainsborough’s fame as one of the 
greatest stud horses of his age is enhanced by 
the performances of his son, Solario, who looks 
like finishing the season as third on the winning 
list. 

“Pharos and Solario were foaled in the same 
year, and it is pleasant to see these young sires 
come so strongly to the front. It would have 
been bitterly disappointing had Solario failed to 
make good, for he was a race horse who com- 
bined speed with stamina of an unusual order, 
and I appraise him as the best-class Gold Cup 
winner we have seen since the war. A horse of 
his exceptional powers is assuredly of the type 
that is needed for improving the standard of the 
British Thoroughbred. Unfortunately, not many 
of our Gold Cup winners have proved really suc- 
cessful stallions, but I am convinced Solario will 
be a notable exception. His grandsire, Bayardo, 
won the Gold Cup, and Gainsborough won the 
substitute for that race at Newmarket during 
the war. I shall look to see a son of Solario, 
possibly Orpen, gain a similar honor. 
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“The grand old sire, Son-in-Law, top of the 
list last season, is at present only fourth. It was 
unlucky for him that Parenthesis did not stand 
a longer spell of training, but it was a triumph 
for his stout blood when Trimdon carried off the 
Ascot Cup. Like Gainsborough and Solario, Son- 
in-Law comes of the Bay Ronald line of Hamp- 
ton, which has the credit, therefore, of supplying 
three of the four leading sires of the year. Tet- 
ratema, second last year, has dropped away to 
some extent, though the classic success of Four 
Course assured him of a good place. Tetratema’s 
2-year-olds have not been sweeping the board this 
season in their accustomed fashion, and on the 
whole it has not been a particularly good year 
for the male descendants of Roi Herode, who 
sprang so swiftly into fame when he sired The 
Tetrarch. 

“This has been a young sire’s year, for in ad- 
dition to Pharos and Solario, distinction has 
fallen to Sansovino, the only representative of 
the Isonomy male line among the first twelve 
sires on the list. The prominent position held by 
Sansovino is mainly due to the victories of Sand- 
wich, whose success in the St. Leger came as a 
much-needed fillip to his sire, Jacopo having 
failed to add anything to his winning account. 
Coronach’s first season, without being brilliant, 
has not been unsatisfactory. Papyrus has not 
done quite so well at the stud as he was expected 
to do, but this is his best season so far. Grand 
Parade has held his own fairly well, and so has 
Abbots Trace, while to Buchan goes the credit 
of having got that unbeaten 2-year-old Cockpen, 
who may possibly gain classic honors for him 
next season. Several winners by Bruleur, in- 
cluding Brulette, Armagnac, and Creme Brulee, 
have served to remind us that he is probably the 
best horse of the Herod line at the stud. No sire 
is more consistently successful in siring good 
stayers than this old French horse. 


“We look in vain for any of the St. Simon 
male line among the leading sires, yet the in- 
fluence of that wonderful stallion still presents 
itself in the pedigrees of many of the most im- 
portant winners. Cameronian traces to St. 
Simon on the maternal side, and in addition 
Pharos has two strains of the same blood in his 
pedigree. In the Golden Hair colt you get St. 
Simon on both sides of the house, while Sandwich 
goes back to the same horse through his dam. 
It is, in fact, rare to find a good English pedigree 
in which St. Simon blood is not present more 
than once.”

LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


By HUMPHREY S. FINNEY 


TO THE CAVES FARM. 


OME fifteen miles north of Baltimore between 
the Green Spring and Worthington Valleys, 
lies a fertile tract of land of about 1,000 acres. 
Originally a grant from King George of Eng- 
land to the Carroll family, as is attested by the 
records in the Land Office at Annapolis, this is 
now known as the Caves Farm and is the home 
of the Fisher family. Janon Fisher, Sr., and his 
three sons all live on the farm, the land and im- 
provements on it being under lease to his son, 
Janon, Jr. 

About 400 acres of the land are in grass, 400 
more in woodland, the remainder is farmed to 
support the fifty-odd horses and fine herd of 
pure-bred Guernsey cattle on the place. With 
its fine old shade trees scattered all over the 
fields, its wide, quiet streams meandering through 
pasture and woodland, and its comfortable old 
houses and barns, the estate is reminiscent of an 
English country home. 

We recently had the pleasure of spending a day 
and night in company with Janon Fisher, Jr. We 
wandered round the place by daylight and sat 
in front of a cheerful fire in a huge old fireplace 
in his comfortable log house (vintage of 1745) 
at night, surrounded by photographs and paint- 
ings of celebrated horses. . 

Always a keen horseman, and ex-master of 
the Green Spring Hounds (1922-26), Mr. Fisher 
still finds time to hunt despite his many duties 
on the place (he is his own manager), and is 
president of the Maryland Bloodstock Agency. 
It is only since about 1926 that Janon Fisher has 
gone in for breeding Thoroughbreds to any extent, 
but in five years he has accumulated quite a 
number of very desirable mares, not to mention 
the stallions. 

SIx CONSTITUTION YEARLINGS 


The principal stallion is the voung horse, Con- 
stitution, now six years old, by Man 0” War out of 
Florence Webber, by *Peep o’ Day out of Delft, 
by Burgomaster. Himself a winner and extreme- 
ly fast, Constitution is brother to the Futurity 
winner, Scapa Flow, and three-quarters brother 
to the good winner, Aegis. A grand type of 
Thoroughbred and a frequent prize winner in 
stallion classes, Constitution has transmitted his 
looks to all the six foals of 1931 we saw by him. 
We liked best his chestnut filly out of Joaquina, 
and his brown filly out of Byola. Constitution is 
the property of Walter M. Jeffords. 

Cloudland, a bay, by *Wrack out of *Fairy Ray, 
by Radium, the property of J. Bowes Bond, also 
stands at the Caves Farm. Now 10 years old, 
1931 was his first year in the stud, and he is said 
to have a large percentage of his mares in foal. 
Cloudland won the Gadsden D. Bryan Memorial. 
Adirondack, and other handicaps and purses, and 
$65,582. He was a tough and game race horse 
and is half-brother to Marguerite, dam of Gallant 
Fox and Petee-Wrack. 

Other stallions at The Caves are Ballot’s son, 
Vice-Chairman, which has been bred in the main 
to hunter mares, and Take Your Time, by Sport- 
ing Blood, a young horse of a type suitable to 
get polo ponies. 


Among the 20 mares, three call for special’ 


mention. These are all by the super-horse, Man 
o’ War, whose daughters certainly should suc- 
ceed at the stud. The first of these is Binnacle,

a chestnut 6-year-old out of Smoky Lamp (dam 
of the Hopeful winner, Diogenes), by Plaudit. 
Bred last year to Blue Larkspur, Binnacle is dam 
of a colt by Wildair, sold last August at Sara- 
toga for $5,500. The second of the trio is Cas- 
sandra, also a 6-year-old chestnut and a very 
fine type of broodmare. Cassandra is out of 
Discretion, by The Manager, and was bred to 
*Wrack last season. The last of the trio is the 
big bay, Betsy Ross, a full sister to the great 
race mare Bateau, out of Escuina, by Ecouen. 
Betsy Ross, foaled 1926, has a weanling colt at 
the farm by Pennant which shows great promise, 
and was bred to the now dead Sweep in 1931. 
Her 1930 foal by Upset sold well at Saratoga last 
summer. 
AMONG THE MARES 


Among the other mares were some very good 
We liked the brown Ambition, by 
Sweep out of High Flown, by *Peep o’ Day, and 
the bay, Miss Linley, by *Johren out of Beaute- 
ous, by Hamburg out of Verdure, by Peter Pan 
out of Colin’s dam, *Pastorella. As Verdure pro- 
duced Wildair, and Beauteous foaled three win- 
ners, this should be a good producer for the farm. 
A flashy bay, now getting along in years, is © 
*Bathing Girl, by Spearmint out of Summer Girl, 
by Sundridge, a sister to *Over There, and dam 
of two good winners in Triton and Seaplane. 
*Byola, a chestnut by Orby out of Mondola, by 
Hampton, is the dam of a very promising year- 
ling filly by Constitution. An Ecouen mare (one 
of few in U. S. A.) is *La Marsa out of Lady 
Macbeth, by Crillon, which had a bay filly by 
*Bou Chaib last year. Old Joaquina, by Garry 
Herrmann out of Joannina, by *Voter out of that 
great mare, Pope Joan, by Disguise, carries her 
years well. She won almost $20,000 in her many 
races. A typical Dark Ronald is Amytis, a brown, 
by *Ambassador IV out of Golden Haze, by 
Golden Brown out of Smoky Lamp. Two very 
feminine young mares are Grace Darling a 3- 
year-old chestnut, by *Golden Broom out of 
Lightship, by Man o’ War, and Demi-Goddess, a 
brown 2-year-old half-sister, by Mars, to Con- 
stitution, Scapa Flow and Aegis. These will both 
be bred next season. 


We saw only one foal of 1930 at the farm; the 
rest, not already sold, are in training at Pimlico. 
This was a fine, big black filly by Bostonian 
out of Cassandra, which we recalled as beating 
us as a foal in 1930, in a class which we had 
expected to win at the Breeders’ Show. 

It will be noted that the right blood-streams 
have been tapped in the foundation of this stud. 
Janon Fisher’s unbounded confidence in the po- 
tency of Man-o’ War’s blood on both sides of a 
pedigree will also be noted. Let us hope that 
future results will justify this confidence. 


NEW WESTERN CANADA RACES. 


R. James Speers, general manager of the Win- 
nipeg Jockey Club (Polo Park) and Manitoba 
Jockey Club (Whittier Park), has sent out blanks 
for two new stakes, the Manitoba Derby of 1934, 
to be run at Polo Park, and the Winnipeg Futu- 
rity of 1934, to be run at Whittier Park, each 
with $2,000 added. The Manitoba Derby, for 
Western Canadian 3-year-olds, foals of 1931, mile 
and a quarter, weight for age, no gelding allow- 
ance, supersedes the Manitoba Stakes, which had 
its first running in 1930. The Winnipeg Futuri- 
ty had its first running in 1930 also. The re- 


newal now closing is for foals of 1932. Entries 
must be in the mail before midnight of January 1. 
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AMATEUR FLAT RACES 


N THE BLooD-HORSE issue of December 5, the 

English Turf writer, Edgar Wallace, is quoted 
as saying, ‘Amateur flat races are no good to 
man or beast or sport. Over a country ‘Yes,’ but 
on the flat ‘No.’” 

Surely Mr. Wallace must be prejudiced, for in 
days gone by there were many flat races for non- 
professional riders, two miles on the flat, and 
these races were not only popular, but provided 
some of the best contests on the program. In 
England the riders which took part in these races 
were perhaps more proficient than our own gen- 
tleman jocks, for the reason they had more races 
to ride in, and consequently more practice was 
afforded them. Some of the non-professionals 
became so proficient that they were even afford- 
ed mounts in the Epsom Derby. Indeed, their 
services were in demand for the welter races, 
where the higher weights permitted of their ac- 
cepting mounts. The majority of these riders, 
too, were among the best of the cross-country 
riders, and had the eall over the professionals. 

Quoting some few of the best which come to 
mind, there were Mr. George Ede, who rode as 
“Mr. Edwards”; Mr. Crawshaw; Mr. Arthur Cov- 
entry, who subsequently became starter to the 
English Jockey Club; Mr. George Baird, who rode 
as “Mr. Abington”; Mr. Goodwin; Mr. Dalglish; 
Mr. J. M. Richardson, ‘‘Puss’’; Mr. Tom Pickernel, 
who rode as “Mr. Thomas”; Mr. D. Thirlwell; 
Viscount Melgund, afterwards Governor General 
of Canada, who rode as “Mr. Roly”; Lord Queens- 
bury, of Queensbury Rules notoriety; the three 
Beasley brothers, Tommy, Harry and Willie; Mr. 
E. P. Wilson; Mr. Gilpin: Mr. Brockton; Mr. Ar- 
thur Yates: Mr. Hugh Owen and his brother, 
Capt. E. R. Owen; Mr. Trewent; Mr. G. Moore, 
and others too numerous to mention. In addi- 
tion to their many winning races on the flat and 
over hurdles, the Liverpool Grand National bears 
testimony to their prowess. Mr. Richardson won 
the big race twice, Mr. Thomas won it three 
times, Mr. Wilson won it twice, Mr. Tom Beasley 
three times, while Mr. F. G. Hobson won the big 
steeplechase once, as did also Captain Owen, Lord 
Manners, Mr. W. Beasley, Mr. Garret Moore. 

The horses which were successful in these two- 
miles races on the flat subsequently played a 
prominent part when sent to the stud, and more 
especially the mares. They were horses which 
could both stay and carry weisht, and such as 
our racing associations should wish to encourage 
in the breeding of Thoroughbreds. 

OLD TIMER. 
KILMER 2-YEAR-OLDS NAMED.

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FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK OPENS. 

HE 1931-1932 racing season in Florida, the 

first under the State law sanctioning betting 
and under control of a State racing commission, 
was opened by the Gables Racing Association at 
Tropical Park, under management of Fank J. 
Bruen, Saturday afternoon, December 26. The 
weather was cloudy and there was light rain, the 
first in eight weeks, but the track was fast and 
the attendance numbered about 5,000. Favorites 
won four of the seven races, one, Bacciocco, paying 
only $2.20 in the mutuels, which is to say 1 to 10. 
No rider piloted more than one winner, and no 
stable won more than one race. The feature 
event, the Tropical Park Opening Handicap, a 
$2,000 purse at six furlongs, was won easily by 
Leros, a 3-year-old brown gelding by Nocturnal, 
owned by James C. Ellis, of Owensboro, Ky., 
president of the Dade Park Jockey Club. No 
purse was less than $1,000 and there was fourth 
money in each event. 

Nineteen horses stabled at Hialeah Park par- 
ticipated in the racing, their owners having re- 
ceived permits from Racing Secretary John S. 
Wallace for transportation by motor van from 
the one plant to the other and return. This is 
taken as evidence that the Miami Racing Associa- 
tion does not intend to place any restrictions 
against horses at Hialeah Park racing at the 
rival plant so hurriedly constructed from what 
in other years was a dog track. 

REFINANCING TO BE DONE. 

A special meeting of stockholders of the Miami 
Racing Association has been called to be held 
in the offices at Hialeah Park, Saturday, Janu- 
ary 12. The principal purpose of the meeting 
is to consider increasing the preferred stock 
from 5,000 shares of $100 par value to 10,000 
shares of $100 par value, redeemable at any 
time before April 1, 1933, at $110 per share. The 
plan for distributing this stock also will be con- 
sidered. The financing of the cost of the re- 
construction of Hialeah Park also is to be 
definitely arranged. The common stock has no 
par value. 


TROPICAL PARK OFFICIALS. 

The racing officials serving at Tropical Park 
are William H. Shelley, Vincent Treanor and 
William Kennedy, a Quincy, Florida, contractor, 
who represents the State Racing Commission, 
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stewards; S. H. Woodward, assistant to the stew- 
ards; H. D. Monroe, George Read and Tim 
O’Brien, judges; H. D. Monroe, racing secretary; 
William Hamilton, starter; Robert S. Shelley, 
clerk of the course; Harry Bullion, patrol judge; 
R. Hudson, paddock judge; F. Regan, assistant 
paddock judge; W. S. Price, timer; Dr. C. E. Tum- 
lin, track physician; Major Schofield, veterinarian; 
Gus A. Wells, mutuel manager; George Read, 
superintendent; Tom Thorp, W. H. Shelley, H. D. 
Monroe, handicappers; John E. Wells, track super- 
intendent. 

Judge C. W. Primrose, Vincent Treanor and 
Tom Thorp had been slated for stewards, and 
William H. Shelley was to have served as first 
placing judge and handicapper. Judge Primrose 
is laid up in a Baltimore hospital, recuperating 
from an accident of several weeks ago, and Tom 
Thorp was detained in New York by an injured 
leg, so Judge Shelley went into the stewards’ 
stand. He is capable in any position on a race 
track, and Tropical Park is fortunate in having 
his services. 

OPEN CLAIMING RULE. 

At a meeting of the Florida State Racing 
Commission held at Tropical Park Monday 
afternoon, December 28, the open claiming rule, 
as published in the Tropical Park book, was 
adopted as a substitute for the rule the Com- 
mission had previously adopted, which limited 
the claiming privilege to owners of horses en- 
gaged in the races. The action was precipitated 
by a muddle created when W. F. Yeargason 
protested the claiming of Putter for $2,500 from 
the seventh race apeting day by O. Blank. 


ASKS CHANGE IN DATES. 


Frank J. Bruen, manager of Tropical Park, has 
asked the Florida State Racing Commission to 
hold a meeting and authorize a change in the 
racing dates. Mr. Bruen and his associates in 
the Gables Racing Association desire to relin- 
quish the nine Tropical Park dates that clash with 
Hialeah Park and be permitted to race nine days 
beyond March 19, the present scheduled closing 
date for Tropical Park. 


STEVE JUDGE AT ML AMI. 

After the Bowie meeting, Steve Judge sent his 
horses to Hialeah Park and then went to Hot 
Springs, Arkansas, to take the baths. He ar- 
rived at Miami in time for the opening at Tropi- 
cal Park and told of arrangements that are in 
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Typical stable erected by the Gables Racing Association at Tropical Park. 
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the making at Hot Springs for a race meeting at 
Oaklawn Park. He stated that the Chamber of 
Commerce appointed a committee to consult with 
owners of the track and that the latter are willing 
to give the meeting. 


SPORTSMAN V. SPORTS. 

Under the above heading, Time, smart and 
matter-of-fact raconteur of the world’s news- 
tales, told the story of the controversy over Flor- 
ida racing, as follows: 

“Horse racing is a sport which interests two 
highly divergent types of people. They might 
roughly be classed as Sportsmen and Sports. The 
Turf world last week watched with interest a 
clash between representatives of the two types, 
in Florida. 

“Hialeah race track, at Miami, is controlled by 
immensely rich and patrician Joseph Early Wide- 
ner, of Philadelphia, who owns 16 Rembrandts, a 
cemetery for his deceased race horses at Elmen- 
dorf, near Lexington, Ky., and has Tautz of Lon- 
don come over twice a year to see to his clothes. 
Vice-chairman of the U. S. Jockey Club, Mr. 
Widener is head of the Belmont Park Associa- 
tion, strongly interested in racing at Aqueduct 
and Saratoga, adviser to John D. Hertz and other 
Chicagoans in the restoration of Illinois racing to 
an honest plane at Arlington Park. Transform- 
ing Hialeah from a rundown track into the live- 
liest winter racing resort in the U. S., he caused 
$1,500,000 to be spent on improvements. Last 
week Mr. Widener was indignant over rivalry 
which came from a new Miami race track called 
Tropical Park, controlled by two Manhattan 
sports named Bill Dwyer and Bill Gallagher. 

“When the Florida State Legislature passed, 
over Governor Doyle E. Carlton’s veto, a bill to 
legalize pari-mutuel betting, Sports Gallagher and 
Dwyer last spring formulated plans for a track 
to compete with Hialesh. They bought a disused 
dog track at Coral Gables, got Frank J. Bruen, 
one time Hialeah general manager, to run it for 
them. When the State Racing Commission met 
last fortnight, it cut Hialeah’s customary racing 
season of 45 days to 36, gave the new track a 
non-conflicting schedule of 37 days, starting on 
December 26 before the Hialeah season and re- 
suming after it from February 22 to March 19. 
Indignant because the new track had keen as- 
signed the late February days which are the peak 
of the Miami season, Sportsman Widener prompt- 
ly stated that no horses quartered at Hialeah 
would be permitted to race at Tropical Park; 
that no owner or trainer who raced any of his 
horses at Tropical Park would be allowed to race 
at Hialesh. 

“What looked like a lively battle subsided 
quickly when the Florida Racing Commission 
held another meeting. The Commission ruled 
that horses stabled at any track in the State 
might be raced at any other track, then changed 
the schedule of racing dates so that the Hialeah 
meeting wil) begin on January 14, last until Feb- 
ruary 27.” 


WILL SELL JANUARY 23. 


W.S. (Chuck) Walker, colored trainer for Ham- 
burg Place, is at Hialeah Park with Bosafabo 
and 17 2-year-olds sent from Lexington by Ed- 
ward and Joseph Madden to be sold in the pad- 
dock there Saturday, January 23. Nine are colts 
and eight are fillies. Five are by *Crimper, three 
each are by Dozer, Star Master and Captain Al- 
cock and one each by Flying Ebony, General 
Thatcher and Boniface. 


LIGHT BETTING. 


Press reports are to the effect that the betting 
at Tropical Park on opening day was very light, 
about $60,000 on the seven races. That won’t do 
at all. Even at 10 per cent it will not nearly take 
care of the overhead. The State gets 3 per cent. 
In this connection we find Frank Goodwin saying 
in Miami Daily News of Sunday last: 

“Well, as I’ve intimated, that opening day 
crowd was just as good as could’ve been expected. 
In fact, it was a wee bit better—weather con- 
sidered. 

“But I’ve gotta say there wasn’t a whole lot 
of enthusiasm such as one usually expects when 
the horses get together in a forward march. 

“The reason, I finally decided, was that there 
wasn’t much betting going on. 

“The folks were either sight-seeing or were 
darn near dead broke on that first day, I’m 
athinkin’. 

“It helps a lot—that is, if you pick ’em right— 
to have a coupla froghides on the beak of the 
animal that is chased by all the rest, but it isn’t 
absolutely necessary to make the time a good one. 

“A lot of folks get pleasure out of hearing 
other folks tell that they started to bet on such 
and such a nag which won the last race but got 
to the windows as they were closing.” 


FEED IS TOO HIGH. 


The price of horse feed and bedding at Miami 
is too high. If the dealers there cannot reduce 
prices, the owners and trainers at Tropical Park 
and Hialeah Park should form a buyers’ pool and 
get their requirements in quantities sufficient to 
be attractive to wholesalers, cutting out the mid- 
dleman altogether. Hay is selling for prices from 
$36 per ton up to $50. Hay of the kind that can 
be had in Lexington (and that is of the best 
quality) at $17 to $19 per ton is sold at Miami 
for from $42 to $50 per ton. Oats are selling at 
$2.65 per 100 pounds. In Lexington the very best 
oats can be bought for 60 cents per bushel. Rye 
straw sells in Lexington for $8 per ton. In Miami 
the dealers are getting $38 per ton for straw no 
better. THE BLOOD-HORSE does not believe that 
the difference in these prices is consumed by rail- 
road freight rates, but if that is the case it would 
pay the owners and trainers to hire a steamship 
and get their feed into Miami by water. This is 
something for the Florida State Racing Commis- 
sion and the owners of Tropical Park and Hi+- 
leah Park to inquire into. 


TRAINER HUGHES AT MIAMI. 


“Trainer’’ Charles H. Hughes, after a month in 
Lexington, has arrived at Miami and will do the 
timing of the races at Hialeah Park as usual. 
While at Lexington he made an inspection of 
numerous young horses at the various farms and 
also got a line on the better prospects among the 
2-year-olds now coming up for campaigning at 
the winter tracks, as well as those in reserve for 
the spring and summer meetings. 


FLORIDA ITEMS. 


Eddie Kummer, having tired of the training 
profession, is planning to ride again. 

Col. Abe Hallow is in Miami for the winter 
and was at Tropical Park for the opening. 

Chairman Reagin of the Florida State Racing 
Commission was an opening day visitor to Tropi- 
cal Park. 

“Tobe’” Trotter, who is to train J. B. Respess’ 
horses next season, is having his vacation at 
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Miami and will report at Highland Stock Farm, 
Erlanger, Ky., about February 1 to take charge 
of the string. 

W. J. Norton has arrived at Tropical Park 
with 12 horses to race in the colors of the East- 
land Farm. 


Gus Wells, manager of the pari-mutuel offices 
at Tropical Park, had 240 employes in his de- 
partment on opening day. 

Roscoe Goose, Mrs. Goose and Dr. N. E. South- 
ard were visitors from Louisville present at the 
opening of Tropical Park. 

George Snow made ‘his debut at the micro- 
phone at Tropical Park, handling the race de- 
scriptions and announcements. 

Both Vander Poo! and Mabla are at Hialeah 
Park. It will be interesting to know what shall 
be the result of their next meeting. 

Mrs. Frank J. Bruen selected the colors for 
painting, bought all of the draperies, furniture 
and furnishing for the Tropical Park clubhouse. 

Selby L. Burch hss sold to J. C. Fletcher the 
platers Crack Play and Regal Knight and they 
have been turned over to Trainer J. P. Mayberry. 

Each person receiving a complimentary badge 
to races in Florida is required to pay to the 
State a tax amounting to 15 per cent of the 
admission charge. 

All persons, in whatever capacity employed, 
at Tropical Park and at Hialeah Park are re- 
quired to pay an occupational tax amounting to 
$10.25 to the State of Florida. 

James A. Murphy, former general manager of 
the New Orleans Fair Grounds, was among the 
opening day visitors to Tropical Park. He now 
spends much of his time at Miami Beach. 

John E. Wells completed the building of the 
Tropical Park track in 25 days, 18 of which were 
occupied with unloading and spreading 20,000 
cubic yards of marl, with which the track is 
surfaced. 

Bacciocco was the first horse to score a double 
at Tropical Park, winning on Saturday and again 
on Monday. The “build-up boys” got to work 
on his Monday race and as a result he paid 4 to 
1 in the mutuels. 

Thomas Kirby Lynch, dean of the American 
racing chart makers, is at his winter home in 
Miami. The old master will be in charge of the 
chart work at Hialeah Park and Tropical Park, 
with George Snow as his chief lieutenant. 

Ike Perlstein. Jamzica horseman. who is a 
regular Grover Hughes when it comes to restoring 
cripples to winning condition, is at Hialeah with 
two he is expectine to be as good as ws Royal 
Tree. One is Burnish and the other is Nonana. 

C. Cornehlson, who serves in like capacity on 
the New York tracks, has been appointed one of 
the placing judges at Hialeah Park. Racing Sec- 
retary John S. Wallace will serve as presiding 
judge. Brownell Berryman and John P. Turner 
will be the other placing judges. 

Albert Bascoyne, who installed the pari-mutuel 
display boards at Agua Caliente and some of 
the tracks at Chicago, was among the opening 
day visitors to Tropical Park and announced that 


he is leaving shortly for South America to erect — 


similar boards in that part of the world.

Dedi- 
cate, Don Leon, Knight Commander, Dr. Syntax, 
The Heathen, *Sonnelli, Islam, Back Log and 
many more. 
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AGUA CALIENTE RACING SUSPENDED. 


OLLOWING the completion of the program 
on Wednesday, December 23, racing at Agua 
Caliente was suspended, and General Manager 
James N. Crofton thought it probable that 
racing could be: resumed on New Year’s Day. 
The meeting opened on Thanksgiving Day, and 
after 24 days conditions had arisen that made 
suspension absolutely necessary, according to 
Mr. Crofton’s statement, which was as follows: 
“There is nothing else we can do. We have 
lost $100,000 since the opening, and, in the face 
of the increased taxation (the Mexican Govern- 
ment had imposed an excessive tax, it was said, 
to become effective on Christmas Day), we 
cannot possibly go on without continued loss. 
If suitable arrangements can be made, we hope 
to renew the meeting New Year’s Day. 


“We have been trying hard to put over the 
racing, but there is no use of kidding ourselves. 
It cannot be done during this holiday period, 
when everyone is short of money. In past years 
we did not open until Christmas Day. We de- 
cided to open Thanksgiving Day this season as 
an experiment, also to get the horses on the 
ground early. But we did not realize at the time 
of our announcement that the attendance would 
fall off to the extent that it has, and that busi- 
ness would be so bad.” 


Later in the afternoon Mr. Crofton said to 
newspaper men who were present: 

“I wish it made plain that this is only a tem- 
porary suspension.” 

On Christmas day the Agua Caliente Jockey 
Club had as its guests approximately 1,500 
persons, including horse owners, trainers, jockeys, 
track officials and pari-mutuel employees and 
their wives and sweethearts, at a dinner served 
in the clubhouse, and all the stable employees at 
a dinner served in their general recreation hall 
in the stable grounds. In advance of the dinner 
drinks were served from the bar in the club- 
house and from an improvised bar in the recrea- 
tion hall. In spite of the suspension of racing, 
all made merry, and it was considered to have 
been the greatest get-together party ever given 
on a race course on this continent. During the 
progress of the dinner, Manager Crofton arose 
and addressed the guests as follows: 

“Friends, it is with the deepest regret that I 
and by associates were forced to undergo a tem- 
porary suspension of racing at this course, due 
to financial difficulties and other business rea- 
sons. At the present time we are making every 
effort to have these matters straightened out. so 
that on the first day of the new year we will re- 
sume racing. I want to thank the horsemen for 
their loyal support and for the confidnce they 
have placed in me during this crisis, and I am 
more than grateful to you one and all for coming 
here today for this partv. The clubhouse and all 
in it is at your disposal.” 

Since that time the announcement has come 
from newspaper men at the border that pros- 
pects seem favorable for reopening on January 
1. It is also related that efforts are being made 
to iron out friction between Wirt G. Bowmsn and 
:Messrs. Coffroth and Baron Long. 

Meanwhile the Tanforan meeting, near San 
Francisco, is coming to a close on January 2. It 
has been the healthiest of the winter meetings 
to date. Two stakes are to be run on the last 
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two days. Last week there were two stakes, the 
Christmas Handicap, won by My Dandy, and the 
Angelo J. Rossi Handicap, won by Whizz James. 


MY DANDY PASSES $100,000. 


Tanforan is proving good pasturing for W. C. 
and E. W. Reichert’s veteran campaigner, My 
Dandy. Christmas Day the much-raced gelding 
passed the $100,000 mark in total winnings by 
scoring an easy two-lengths victory over Abe 
Bartelstein’s Sidney Grant (116) in the first run- 
ning of the Christmas Handicap ($5,000 added, 
all ages, one and one-eighth miles). The win- 
ner carried 110 pounds, including Jockey C. Turk.

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KENTUCKY 


RACING DATES. 


HE Kentucky State Racing Commission, all 

members present, met at the Brown Hotel in 
Louisville Monday, December 28, and granted the 
application of Churchill Downs, Inc., made 
through Col. M. J. Winn, executive director, for 
19 days, Saturday, April 30, to Saturday, May 21, 
spring racing dates, for Churchill Downs. No 
application was made for dates for Lexington or 
for Latonia. 


No information was given as to why, but it 
was stated that an application for Latonia dates 
would be made at the next meeting of the Com- 
mission. It is likely that the powers that be are 
awaiting the probable outcome of an effort to be 
made at the session of the Legislature, convening 
at Frankfort Tuesday, January 5, to secure a re- 
duction in the daily license tax for the Lexington 
track. 

In the matter of Latonia, it is probable that 
request for dates was deferred pending the settle- 
ment of the date question at Chicago. where the 
American Turf Association also has Washington 
Park and Lincoln Fields. 

After the Commission had _ sanctioned the 
Churchill Downs dates, Colonel Winn announced 
that the Kentucky Derby will be decided on Sat- 
urday, May 7, which is the Saturday before the 
running of the Preakness Stakes at Pimlico. 

Gossip after the Commission’s meeting was to 
the effect that Governor Ruby Laffoon will an- 
nounce to the Senate early in the session the 
personnel of the new Commission. The impres- 
sion is prevalent at Louisville that Polk Laffoon, 
S. S. Combs and Wm. E. Smith will be reappoint- 
ed on the Commission. 

There also is a rumor afloat at Louisville that 
Sigsbee Sherwood, of Bellevue and Lexington, 
who was secretary of the Commission during the 
term of Governor W. J. Fields, may again be ap- 
pointed to that post. The present secretary is 
Charles N. Lewis, who was appointed through the 
influence of James B. Brown, former Louisville 
banker. 

Other gossip was to the effect that the Com- 
mission at its next meeting will give consideration 
to the questions of reduction of the purses and 
the amount of the “take’’ from the pari-mutuel 
pools, which is now 10 per cent. Colonel Winn 
is said to be opposed to reduction of purses at 
Latonia and Louisville. 

On the whole the meeting of the Commission 
produced nothing over which those who are con- 
cerned about the future of the sport in Kentucky 
can become very enthusiastic. 


“NOSED OUT.” 

“Reading THE BLOOD-HORSE recently, I noted 
that Blue Larkspur was the largest money-win- 
ning 4-year-old of 1930,” said John M. Goode, 
adding: “I was under the impression that Lady 
Broadcast, which I trained that year for Rogers 
Caldwell held that post of honor. There couldn’t 
have been a mistake about it, I suppose?” When 
the records were consulted it was found that 
Blue Larkspur’s $51,650 is just $50 more than 
Lady Broadcast earned in 1930. ‘Nosed Out, by 
golly,” the trainer smilingly said. 


GOING TO HIALEAH PARK. 


Joe F. Patterson has 25 stalls at Hialeah Park 
and sometime this week will ship his string from 


the Kentucky Association course, Lexington, to 
that point. He says the horses he is shipping 
for the Florida campaign are the best he has 
had in a long time. Among the 2-year-olds there 
is a very brilliant filly by The Porter, out of 
Lady Pike, by Sir Barton. She has been named 
Janitress, and it is not talking out of turn any 
to say that she has shown so well in her work 
at Lexington that her owner is of the opinion 
that “she may never be beaten.” That’s feeling 
mighty good about a filly, but Thoroughbreds 
sometimes do things to make owners feel that 
way. The late John E. Madden used to say that 
he had never heard of a suicide’s having been 
found with an undrawn lottery ticket in his pocket 
and he had never known of a yearling owner to 
shuffle off voluntarily. It is the anticipation 
that a good yearling furnishes that counts so 
much. At any rate, put Janitress on your tab. 


ENDORSEMENT. 


“T see in the newspapers that T. W. Garnett 
may be one of those appointed on the Kentucky 
Racing Commission,”’ writes J. H. White, owner 
of Herbert Stud, Hopkinsville, Ky., to THE BLOOD-

G. H. BOSTWICK ON BURGLAR

TAMPERING CASE FAILS. 


James Meehan, gambler, last week found it 
unnecessary even to stand trial on an indictment, 
brought last October by the Nassau County 
(Long Island) grand jury, charging ‘conspiracy 
to commit a crime, contrary to penal law, sec- 
tion 589, sub-div. 1.” The defense demurred on 
the ground that no specific crime was mentioned 
and County Judge Paul Bonynge dismissed the 
indictment. 

When Meehan was arraigned before a police 
judge at Hempstead, Long Island, in October, 
Martin L. Littleton, Jr., assistant attorney of 
Nassau County, stated that two negroes, James 
Hartwell and Drummond Jackson, had confessed 
to the “doping” of horses at Belmont Park, Aque- 
duct and Saratoga Springs and that they had 
named Meehan as the man who hired them to do 
the drugging. 

Algernon Daingerfield, assistant secretary of 
The Jockey Club, indicated, after the indictment 
had been dismissed, that steps might be taken to 
secure more effective legislation on the subject 
of tampering with racing horses. The laws, as 
they now stand, make it a felony, with a max- 
imum penalty of 10 years imprisonment, to poison 
a horse. Other tampering can be punished only 
as a misdemeanor. In the case against Meehan 
poisoning could not be proved.

RACING DATES. 


HERE is a row on at Chicago over racing 

dates, and it may end in disruption of the 
Illinois Turf Association. Aurora, it is said, will 
withdraw from the Turf governing body, which 
was organized by Col. M. J. Winn, president of 
the American Turf Association, and its prin- 
ciples, it is understood, have allied or will ally 
themselves with the half-mile track in Cicero, 
adjacent to Hawthorne, which was a dog track. 
The intention appears to be to keep Exposition 
Park at Aurora closed. 

The Arlington Park Jockey Club has announced 
that it intends to occupy its usual 30 days, this 
year beginning on Monday, June 27, and ending 
on Saturday, July 30. 

John C. Schank, president of the Chicago 
Business Men’s Racing Association, is reported 
to have declared that Hawthorne positively will 
not operate two meetings this year, and he is 
holding out for 30 days in one meeting immedi- 
ately following Arlington Park. In other words, 
he intends to open on Monday, August 1, and 
close on Saturday, September 3. 

The American Turf Association’s two tracks, 
Washington Park and Lincoln Fields, then would 
have to take the best of what would be left. 
Washington Park’s dates would be about as they 
were in 1931. They would begin Monday, May 
23,.and end Saturday, June 25. Lincoln Fields 
would begin Monday, September 5 (Labor Day), 
and close Saturday, October 8. There is the rub, 
chiefly, for last year Lincoln Fields opened Au- 
gust 24 and closed September 28, racing 31 days. 

Just when the racing at the half-mile track 
will be held is not stated in any of the gossip 
that comes out of Chicago, but it is hardly prob- 
able that it will be when Hawthorne is in opera- 
tion. 

With Aurora, Arlington Park and Hawthorne 
withdrawing, only Washington Park and Lincoln 
Fields would be left in the Illinois Turf Associa- 
tion, an organization of representatives of the 
respective race track companies, and without any 
power of government coming through the State— 
only such authority as is self-constituted. 

The outcome will be awaited with more than 
usual interest by all who are interested in the 
sport of racing and in the breeding of Thorough- 
bred horses. 


ORIENTAL PARK. 

HE Havana-American Jockey Club, under its 

second season of financial sponsorship from 
Charles and Richard Kaelker, settled down last 
week to the routine of its long meeting of 80 
days or more, begun December 19. Platers, as 
usual, have the programs. Fields rarely are 
larger than eight horses. Mutuels are provided 
but most of the betting is by books. The ring 
is a syndicate affair. Odds do not fluctuate. Last 
week's feature race was the Christmas Handicap, 
purse $2,000, won by Bather. Other winners of 
the week included Herbert Woolf’s ‘Out Bound, 
James P. Headley’s veteran William Penn, and 
John Lowe’s Honest John, twice.

STEVE DONOGHUE 


By THE PICQUET in Daily News-Chronicle 
(London) 
HEN Donoghue turned up the collar of his 
overcoat over his colours before he rode 
Break of Day in the Sutton Handicap here this 
afternoon—for it was a cold, wet and wintry 
day—-he spoke longingly of the not too distant 
date when he will be enjoying the sunshine of 
Southern California, for he has promised him- 
self a long holiday there this winter. 

He has an ambitious program, too, for he 
will hunt down the film star in his lair at Hol- 
lywood, where Douglas Fairbanks is his close 
friend, and it is also very likely that he will ride 
at one of the world’s most remarkable meetings 

that at Agua Caliente. 

This is typically an American meeting, and 
prizes are on a vast scale. The Agua Caliente 
Handicap will be worth this year to the owner 
of the winner a guaranteed £25,000—not dollars 

if not more. Thus it is by far and away the 
richest racing prize in the world. 

Donoghue would very much like to ride in this 
race; but it is not run until the middle of March, 
and he fears that his riding engagements may 
force him to leave for home before then. 

It would appear as if this Agua Caliente race 
does not need much winning, for Mike Hall won 
it last March, and when Mr. C. J. Fitz Gerald 
brought Mike Hall to England the year before 
last, the horse did not finish in the first ten in 
either the Cesarewitch or the Cambridgeshire.

Steve Donoghue, noted English rider. accom- 
panied by Mrs. Donoghue, arrived in New York 
early last week, spent a day at Baltimore with 
Mrs. Donoghue’s parents, and then proceeded to 
New Orleans, where they spent Christmas, en- 
route to California.

If Steve Donoghue could be persuaded to re- 
main over for the running of the Agua Caliente 
Handicap and take the mount on Phar Lap, 
Harry Pollok could turn out oodles of copy anent 
the international aspect of the event—English 
jockey riding Australian horse over Mexican 
course in competition with American jockeys on 
American horses, etc., etc., ad lib. 


HANDICAPS. 


Clem McCarthv. in his column in The Morn- 
ing Telegraph (New York), recently took ad- 
vantage of a reader’s contribution to call at- 
tention to a matter which differentiates racing 
in New York from that in other states: 

“A Brooklyn hoss player, E. Romlash, recently 
called attention to certain poignant facts about 
handicaps on our Jockey Club tracks. He com- 
plains that handicaps hereabout have averaged 
less starters per race than similar races in other 
parts of the country. Also, that too high a per- 
centage of favorites win our metropolitan handi- 
caps. 

“We remarked on the matter to Statistical 
George and he came up out of the archives with 
some figures. 

“Average number of starters per handicap in 
1931: New York, 5 2-3 . . . Chicago, 7... Mary- 
land, 8. Score one for Romlash. 

“Percentage of winning favorites in handicaps 


in 1931: Maryland, 29 . . . Chicago, 36... New 
York, 45 1-2. Another credit for Romlash. 
“But: On New York tracks 156 handicaps 


were run to the sixty-one in Chicago, and forty- 
nine in Maryland ... New York programs a han- 
dicap nine days out of ten . . . Chicago four days 
out of ten... Maryland five days out of ten. 

“Which indicates that New York asks its 
horses to fill more handicaps than do Maryland 
or Chicago. 

“As to favorites winning New York handi- 
caps oftener. maybe our players and _ price- 
makers are better judges than those at tracks 
elsewhere of which is best hoss. Besides, GOOD 
horses in handicaps run closer to the dope than 
ordinary steeds. 

“But perhans, after all, 1931 was merely an 
unusually good year for handicap favorites. Did 
they do as well in other seasons? Also, why 
begrudge the chalk-players any modicum of 
luck? Jf you start knocking of ALL the favor- 
ites you’ll soon run out of a most important set 
of plavers. How long do you think a player 
like Vincent Serrano could stick if plenty of 
favorites didn’t win? ’Tis generally on some 
high-class hoss toting top weight in a handicap 
and quoted at 7 to 5 that Serrano evens up on 
several previous losers. 

“Speaking of handicaps—respectfullv, if re- 
gretfully—did you know that a handicap was 
nosted at Belmont Park this year and not a 
NOMINATION received? Not a horse was 
named for Handicapper Vosburgh to work’ on. 
Close to a record?” 


ARMY PURCHASING. 

We auote from the annual report submitted 
to the War Department by Major General H. A. 
Drum, inspector general of the Army: . 

“Inspection of the remount depots and the pur- 
chasing and breeding headauarters. and reports 
from organization commanders regarding the 
character and condition of training of animal re- 
placements received during the vear, indicate that 
the procurement of animals has been efficient. 
'The practice of purchasing animals in the local 
markets, then shipping them to the remount de- 
pots, where they pass through the contagious 
diseases common to young animals and receive 
gentling, conditioning and a limited amount of 
training under specially qualified horsemen, is 
believed to be the most economical and satisfac- 
torv method for the supply of animals. 

“The Remount Service makes every effort to 
purchase animals from owners who have utilized 
government Thoroughbred stallions in the breed- 
ing of their mares, and approximately 40 per 
cent of the horses purchased durine the last fis- 
cal year were from this source. The quality of 
animals issued to the service is improving all the 
time, and their training and conditioning after 
receipt appears to have been well handled 
throughout the army.” 


NEW BREEDER IN MARYLAND. 

George M. Seglin, of New York, owner of the 
“Linton Farms Stable, bought from James Arthur 
Jast week his farm at Arlington, Md., in the Long 
Green Valley. Mr. Arthur, widely known as 
“Uncle Jim.” has been a breeder, owner and 
trainer of Thoroughbreds for many years, though 
never in an extensive wavy. He left to spend the 
winter in Florida. Mr. Seglin plans to use the 
farm for training and breeding Thoroughbieds.

CRYSTAL PENNANT. 


W. H. Hoffman, Jr., manager of Rancho Casitas, 
the home of Crystal Pennant and a band of good 
mares, at Ventura, California, writes THE BLOop- 
HorRSE, under date December 21, as follows: “In 
the December 12th issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
there was a very interesting article, ‘The $100,000 
List,’ by Neil Newman, but I would like very 
much for you to inform Mr. Newman of a few 
facts about our good horse, Crystal Pennant, to 
which he refers rather disparagingly as a plater. 

“Crystal Pennant ran twice in claiming stakes 
in New York before we bought him from Max 
Hirsch. However, after we acquired him he 
never ran in claiming races, but went on to beat 
some of the best horses in training at that time. 
Aside from winning the Coffroth Handicap and 
beating some of the greatest distance horses of 
America and a great horse which had defated 
many good ones in Europe, he beat some of the 
best around Chicago, and made a track record 
for seven-eighths of a mile that stood for two 
years and was beaten by Misstep in the fastest 
mile of the year—in 1:36. 


“Shortly after this race, he was bumped by 
Hydromel and injured his legs which resulted in 
a bowed tendon and his retirement to our stud. 
His first crop of foals are now weanlings and are . 
as fine as any lot in Kentucky or anywhere else. 
They are from mares by *Tracer, Harmonique, 
Leonid, Upset, Marathon and Runnymede. John 
E. Madden was very anxious to see Crystal Pen- 
nant stand in Kentucky, and Col. Phil T. Chinn 
made us an offer to stand him at his place and 
promised to give him the very best of mares pos- 
sible the first season. 


“While attending the Kentucky Derby in 1930, 
I was approached by one of the staff of the H. P. 
Whitney farm and asked regarding Crystal Pen- 
nant. They were very anxious for me to stand 
him in Kentucky and they would do every thing 
they could to get good mares for him and breed 
some of their mares to him, as Pennant was get- 
ting old and they expected to retire him soon. 
They had been following the racing of Crystal 
Pennant and considered him the most likely son 
of Pennant to make a successful sire. 


“Mr. Newman can look in the records to see 
what Crystal Pennant did and what horses he 
beat. We are trying to give this horse as great 
opportunities as possible, as we expect to see him 
make a success in the stud. 


“While I am at it, I notice that you continue 
to say our stallion, *Tracer. is by *Rock Sand. 
*Tracer is by the immortal Tracery out of Mon- 
eta III, by Spearmint. While *Tracer was not a 
high class race horse he was a good horse and 
won 10 races and $45,000 and broke several track 
records in Maryland. With very few mares he 
has produced several very good race horses. The 
best 2-vear-old in the West, and a Derby prospect, 
is by *Tracer. He is called Nache, and vesterday 
beat Red Diamond, a colt by *Bistouri. another 
good son of Tracerv standing in California. 
*Tracer sired Shasta Broom, winner of the Speed 
Handicap last season: Shasta Pebble, a verv con- 
sistant winner at all distances; Shasta Queen, 
which sold for $20,000 as a 2-year-old and one of 
the fastest horses ever seen around Chicago. 


“We have a yearling by *Tracer which looks 
like a Derby horse if a yearling ever did. He is 
out of an imported mare by Sea Sick, which was 
a winner at all distances up to two miles. He is 
very large and well-built, can break like a quar- 
ter horse. and has breezed quarters in :23, easily, 
and eighths in :11 around a turn. 


“There are manv large breeding farms start- 
ing up in California, and we have a number of 
young sires out here which carry the best blood 
of the Whitnevs and other great breeders. The 
addition of Wildair adds another son of Broom- 
stick. We already have Cantankerous. Rip Rap, 
Moonraker and Dazzler. a grandson. Friar Rock, 
Fair Play, Sunstar, Sweep, Pennant, Whisk 
Broom II, Black Toney, Tracery are all repre- 
sented by good, young sons. 


“The racing has been very good at Tanforan 
and the attendance has been greater than at 
Agua Caliente. 


“The open claiming system is very popular and 
should be put in on all tracks. It would do more 
to stop running horses for a work and it would 
bring horses to where they belong. Every one 
has an equal chance to claim, and if a poor man 
loses his horse he can claim him back. 

“From the splendid support given the racing 
at Tanforan, it looks like California will have the 
opportunity to vote on restoring racing in 1932.”

. Canada, in which he says: “The light horse in- 
dustry in Alberta during the season of 1931 met 
with several setbacks, in no way due to any lack 
of quality in the stock produced, although visit- 
ors to the Toronto Royal could not have formed a 
good opinion of our products if they had seen the 
entry sent there from Cochrane, Alberta. I con- 
sider it an everlasting disgrace to the Alberta 
Thoroughbred Horse Association to have allowed 
an entry so belittling to the industry to have left 
the province. 

“I trust that broad-minded horsemen will take 
into consideration that it was a private entry, 
and will not let it deter them from making in- 
quiries for Alberta polo. ponies and hunters, both 
of which, especially polo ponies, are obtainable 
in quantities. A shipment of really high class 
ponies was sent to England recently by the well- 
known breeder, T. B. Jenkinson, and (although I 
do not know the exact price which they fetched) 
I am led to understand that the price was quite 
favorable, considering the handicap that the pres- 
ent depression has put on everything. 

“The quality of sires in the province is better 
now than it has been for a decade. At the 
progeny show held at Calgary, the leading sire 
undoubtedly was McNeill, although some insist 
it was John Jackett. John Jackett undoubtedly 
sired more class winners than McNeill, but when 
it came to hunters, both middle and heavyweight, 
McNeill had the field to himself. Of the two 
sires, John Jackett had the better chance. The 
majority of the mares put to John Jackett were 
sired by Yorkshire Lad, Horton, Home Bound and 
Chanter, while the majority of the mares mated 
to McNeill were of heavy blood, most of them 
lacking in quality. ; 

“*Tantallon has several good foals to his credit, 
as also has Springsides. Both horses, having been 
mated with quite a number of plain and common 
mares, have left a crop of foals that must always 
stand to their credit. The influence of such sires 
as Yorkshire Lad, Ben Ara and Nepperhan is 
very pronounced. The progeny of mares sired by 
the above mentioned much in demand. I 
would advise buyers coming here to inquire well 
into the breeding of any horse shown them, and 
if the offering is out of a mare by any of above 
mentioned sires, by either McNeill, John Jackett, 
Vanceguard or Springsides, they cannot go 
wrong.” 


INFORMATION WANTED. 

Lewis Hirshon, Twin Lake Farm, Goldens 
Bridge, N. Y., writes THE BLOOD-HORSE: “I have 
a breeding farm here, and am an admiring sub- 
scriber to your magazine. I am seeking some 
information and wonder if I could have the use 
of your columns to procure same. 

“I am interested in the possibilities of thera- 
peutic treatment with infra-red or ultra-violet 
rays for weak or bowed tendons, sprains, etc. 
Have experimented a bit myself with an infra-red 
lamp, but have come to no conclusion as yet as 
to its value. 

“Now, I wonder if any of the horsemen who 
read your columns have had any experience with 
this treatment and, if so, would they outline their 
method? Everybody I have spoken to concern- 
ing this, agree to its seeming value in theory, but 
no one seems to know just what to do in actual 
practice. 

“Maybe one of your readers could give us the 


results of his experience, and in so doing add to 
the sum of our knowledge of the care of the 
horse. 

“May I take this opportunity to compliment 
you on your excellent magazine. I always read 
it with the keenest of pleasure and interest.”

RANCHO LOMA VERDE CIA. 

THE BLoop-HORSE is in receipt of a letter from 
Capt. Roy C. Woodruff, instructor of the New 
Mexico National Guard, at Santa Fe, in response 
to our inquiry as to Bunting’s future home.

our Rancho we shall be glad to have you pay us 
a visit on your way to the West coast, as we are 
only six miles from the main line of the Southern 
Pacific Railway. We shall be glad to keep you 
informed of our progress, as we believe you are 
doing a great work for the Thoroughbreds.” 


OGLEBAY MARES AT MAPLETON. 

L. J. Collister, acting for Crispin Oglebay, of 
Cleveland, O., came to Lexington last week and 
arranged with Walter S. Payne to keep three 
mares at his Mapleton Stud on unusual terms.
